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WAVE FAREWELL TO FESTIVAL 

Music fans have been dealt a blow after promoters ClubClass pulled the plug on this summer's 
Electric Gardens festival at Mount Ephraim Gardens. 

The two-day event, which last year attracted a 14,000 sell-out crowd, had been due to take place 
in August. It blames a host of reasons, among them mounting police costs.

ELECTRIC Gardens - the biggest 
outdoor music festival in Swale - has 
been cancelled despite attracting a 
sell-out crowd last year. 

The shock announcement came late last week 
as promoters ClubClass - who led the successful 
2007 event - pulled out of the Faversham-based 
festival citing a lack of time and resources to give 
it “the attention it deserved”. 

Last year’s event, held at Mount Ephraim 
Gardens was headlined by the Happy Mondays 
and Supergrass and featured the likes of chart- 
topper Kate Nash. It attracted a capacity crowd of 
more than 14,000 revellers over two days. 

The well-known promotions company has 
recently been involved in setting up Radio l’s Big 
Weekend festival, to be held at Mote Park in 
Maidstone next month. More than 40,000 people 
are expected to attend the event, although the 
line-up has not yet been announced. 

ClubClass promoter Jeff Gray said: “We simply 
don’t have the time or resources to work on both 
the Radio 1 Big Weekend and Electric Gardens. 
We would not be able to give Electric Gardens the 
time or the commitment it needs and deserves.” 

ClubClass also runs a popular indie night, 
Smash!, at the Loft nightclub in Maidstone, as 
well as and hosting the Maidstone leg of the BBC 
Introducing live band nights at the club. 

Mr Gray said policing charges introduced on 
April 1, which require organisers of large events 
to cover the cost of police involvement, also con¬ 
tributed to the decision. 

He said: “The cost of policing the event definite-

COUNTERFEIT and cor¬ 
ruption bosses have praised 
Yourswale’s crackdown on 
benefits cheats - saying 
readers are already helping 
to make a difference. 

This paper launched the Tour 
Money - Your Loss’ campaign two 
weeks ago to stop fraudsters taking 
money from your pockets which 
could go to the community. 

We have teamed up with Swale 
council to expose and prosecute the 
con-artists who plague society by 
taking money they do not deserve. 

As part of the drive we are calling 
on our readers to help root out the 
benefit cheats, who drained more 
than £295,000 of taxpayers’ money 
from council coffers last year alone. 

Tip-offs 

Nick Saunders, Swale’s benefits 
manager, said tip-offs from readers 
had already started to come in. 

“I personally received a call from 
an anonymous person who had seen 
the article and was pleased to see 
that the council was taking action to 
protect the public purse and the 
team have received several phone 


calls as a result of Yourswale’s cam¬ 
paign. 

“The campaign can really make a 
difference and we hope that people 
will continue to help us to stop those 
trying to take the community’s 
money. 

“We’ve got a number of on-going 
investigations but are always very 
grateful for more information. 

“While we can’t give direct 
responses to our informants I can 
assure them that all the information 
is looked at seriously. 

“If it is deemed sufficient enough 
for further investigation the case is 
always taken up.” 

During the last year 12 people 
were prosecuted for benefit fraud, 16 
were formally cautioned and 18 
more received administrative penal¬ 
ties. 

The £295,000 plus conned out of 
your welfare system came in housing 
benefit and council tax benefit, addi¬ 
tional sums were also lost by the 
Department for Work and Pensions 
in respect of income support and job 
seekers allowance. 

The council will prosecute if there 
is enough evidence and that a prose¬ 
cution may result in a custodial sen¬ 
tence or a community punishment 
order.

ly had an impact; the River Festival in 
Maidstone isn’t happening this year 
because of it, but it was one of many 
reasons.”

Gardens said: “It’s disappointing of 
course, but we’re only the venue. It’s a 
shame it’s not happening, but there’s 
nothing we can do.” 

Despite calling off Electric Gardens 
for 2008, ClubClass say they are plan¬ 
ning to organise further festivals in 
Kent. However, it is not clear whether 
subsequent events will be held at 
Mount Ephraim. 

Mr Gray said: “We will be back on 
the Kent festival scene next year with 
a bigger event; watch this space. 
Electric Gardens is a great festival 
which sold out last year, and could do 
the same again.”

Paddle 
tug raised to life

Delight for the 
trust chief 
who kept faith

IT’S BEEN a long time coming, but 
the raising of Britain’s last remain¬ 
ing paddle tug is a dream come true 
for Sheldwich man Martin Stevens. 

The painstaking operation using Atlas - the 
largest floating crane in Europe - took three 
days but eventually the last paddle tug, the 
John H Amos, was lifted from the River 
Medway. 

The former River Tees tug - which worked for 
27 years towing vessels and transferring crews 
- had been resting near the Chatham Historic 
Dockyard since the end of the Falklands War. 

On Thursday, March 27, she was lifted from 
the slipway under the watchful eye of owner, 
Martin Stevens, who is relieved to finally see 
her out of the water. 

He said: “At long last we can finally start to 
restore her which will be a massive job. It has 


been difficult to keep and all I could do was save 
her from the scrap yard and that was not easy.” 

She is now onboard the pontoon Portal 
Narvik in Rochester, awaiting higher tides to 
return to Chatham Docks. 

Mr Stevens, from Sheldwich near 
Faversham, said: “Because of the delay she is 
on a pontoon at the moment but we hope to 
have her returned by the end of the week. Once 
we get her back, the first thing will be to clean 
her.” 

The John H Amos was listed in the Core 
Collection of the National Register of Historic 
Vessels in 1999, along with national icons such 
as the HMS Victory and Cutty Sark. 


For many years she was berthed at the 
Historic Dockyard, but when they acquired the 
submarine Ocelot, the tug was moved to a new 
berth where she ultimately sank. 

Mr Stevens founded the Medway Maritime 
Trust in 2001 and is now the chairman. 

He said: “I have always known how impor¬ 
tant she was but once she was recognised by 
others I founded the trust so that we could go 
for funding from the National Lottery.” 

Quotations for the full restoration have indi¬ 
cated the cost will be around £6 million. 

The John H Amos was used for towing barges 
to dredgers and the dumping grounds, and was 
finally withdrawn from service in 1967. 


KCC under fire 
in bus battle 

A BUS company that has lost its con¬ 
tract to run buses on the 666 route from 
Faversham to Ashford is taking its case 
to the Local Government Ombudsman. 

The contract was obtained by the coun¬ 
ty council’s own transport service. 

Now John Mancini who runs 
Kingsman in Faversham has hit out 
claiming the council was using taxpay¬ 
ers’ money to subsidise the tender won 
by its company, Kent Top Travel - a 
claim denied by Kent County Council. 

He said: “They are putting people like 
me out of business. 

“KCC sends out the tenders, they then 
look at the tenders and then decide who 
wins the tender. And then they award it 
to themselves on a figure that no one 
else can match. 

“It is unfair practice and I will take my 
case to the Local Government 
Ombudsman.” 

Nick Chard, KCC’s member for finance, 
said: “What the private sector has a prob¬ 
lem with is there is clearly competition. 
They feel as the public sector we should¬ 
n’t be competing with them.”

Guns among 
haul as part of 
countywide 
weapon plea 


Alexander Centre 
turned down for 
lottery funding 


TWO guns and an imitation 
firearm were handed over to Mid 
Kent police during the first week of 
Kent police’s countywide weapons 
surrender scheme. 

In total four real firearms - 
including two shotguns - were 
given in across the county as well 
as six airguns, 43 swords and 
knives and four separate caches of 
ammunition. 

Superintendent Peter Wedlake of 
the force’s partnership and crime 
reduction department said: ‘We are 
pleased with the results from the 
first week of this surrender 
scheme, but would continue to urge 
anyone who has a weapon of any 
kind to hand it over to police. 

‘We still have three weeks left of 
our campaign and it is important 
that people continue to think about 
what they may have around their 
homes. 

“Any weapon handed to police is 
one that cannot then be used in 
crime.”

THE BIG Lottery Fund has rejected 
a bid for £900,000 to fund a 
Faversham community project. 

The funding would have helped 
towards the refurbishment of the 
Alexander Centre, to turn it into a 
fully functioning community centre. 

However, despite being unsuccess¬ 
ful, the project steering group is 
adamant their plans will go ahead 
regardless. 

Chairman Mike Cosgrove said: 
“Whilst this is disappointing news 
the project is gathering pace.” 

Ted Wilcox of Faversham town 
council, who also sits on the steering 
group, is equally determined to move 
the project forward. 

He said: “The Alexander Centre is 
at the heart of Faversham and all 
parties will look at ways of maintain¬ 
ing and improving it. 

“It will play a critical role over the 
coming years for supporting and 
nurturing communities across the 


Faversham area.” 

At the time of bidding, Mr Wilcox 
said: “This bid is the first step 
towards providing an inviting mod¬ 
em facility where local groups and 
the community can get together, with 
access to local services and advice.” 

However, after the news funding 
will not be provided, project manag¬ 
er Greg Macdonald downplayed the 
importance of the result. 

He said: “The outcome of the Big 
Lottery bid has never been a critical 
success factor for the project, all it 
means is a different phasing. 

“The long term vision is putting 
the Alexander Centre at the heart of 
Faversham’s community life”. 

In its response, the Big Lottery 
said: “Unfortunately, the competition 
for the funds and the need to ensure 
that a good range of projects was 
funded meant that we decided not to 
offer a grant for the Alexander 
Centre.”

James Wilson, of Molland Lea, received 
a three-year conditional discharge and 
had to pay £250 costs after being convict¬ 
ed of causing unnecessary suffering to his 
dog, when he appeared before Canterbury 
magistrates last week. 

The court heard when an RSPCA 
inspector arrived she found the black 
cross-breed dog named Rex suffering 
from a severe flea allergy that meant 
lots of its hair was missing.

DEAF and hard-of-hearing charity Hi 
Kent is running another of its drop-in 
clinics for hearing aid users at its 
Canterbury centre next week. 

People with NHS hearing aids can 
drop in and get their hearing aids 
cleaned and re-tubed, and also collect 
fresh batteries free of charge.

The service will receive 10 brand new 
vehicles - four double deckers and six 
single deckers. 


Tarnished jewel' set to 
shine again thanks to 
wildlife reserve scheme 


SEASALTER will be home to a new 
wildlife reserve after a partnership 
between the council and the Royal 
Society for the Protection of Birds 
(RSPB). 

The Seasalter Levels, an area of 500 hectares 
of coastal marshland, is part of an internation¬ 
ally important site for nature conservation, but 
has been left neglected over recent years. 

Now Canterbury council has agreed to help 
the charity buy back some of the land plots on 
the Whitstable Bay and Vikings Estates if 
required, which form part of the Levels. 

The RSPB would own the land in its name 
and help with the cost of long-term mainte¬ 
nance. 

Swale council and Natural England are also 
contributing towards the scheme. 

Controversy has surrounded the purchase of 
the plot lands since they were created and sold 
off in the 1970s. 

Some were used for illegal raves, caravan 
sites and buildings, with Canterbury council 
and Swale council taking action against more 
than 200 unauthorised developments. 

It is hoped that the new scheme will return 
the marshlands to their former natural state. 

In future the scheme hopes to attract breed¬ 
ing birds such as lapwings and redshanks, as

well as waders and wildfowl including teals, 
widgeons and curlews. 

Plants and other wildlife would also prosper 
under the redevelopment. 

Chris Corrigan, RSPB regional director for 
South East England, said: “Over time, we hope 
wildlife will return to the Levels, and the 
reserve can be extended out on to other neglect¬ 
ed areas, which no longer support the wildlife 
that should be there.” 

Alan Parker, RSPB site manager for 
Seasalter Levels, said: “The Seasalter Levels 
are like a tarnished jewel. 

“They are part of the wildlife-rich marshland 
of North Kent but illegal or inappropriate use 
has driven out the wildlife from much of the site. 

“Although full restoration will take several 
years, local people should see a steady increase 
in the wildlife using the site as the work 
progresses. 

“In time, Seasalter Levels will become the 
internationally important wildlife site is it sup¬ 
posed to be as well as a magical place for people 
to enjoy.” 

Leader of Canterbury council, Cllr John 
Gilbey, said: “We look forward to seeing the lev¬ 
els of wildlife we once used to have at Seasalter 
restored over the coming years.”

Open invite to join in 
city stem cell debate 


SCIENTISTS and religious 
speakers will contest the issues 
surrounding controversial stem 
cell research at Christ Church 
University this Saturday. 

Canterbury will host the public debate 
which will feature talks from one of the 
Archbishop’s closest aides, as well as interna¬ 
tionally renowned scientists. 

The panel of expert speakers chaired by 
Baroness Susan Greenfield, director of the 
Royal Institution of Great Britain, will pres¬ 
ent the scientific, governance and ethical 
issues and lead the debate. 

Organised by the Canterbury Association 
of Women Graduates in association with the 
university, the event aims to enable people to 
find out more about stem cell research, which 
has divided scientists and church leaders 
along ethical lines. 

Anita Bone, joint president of the 
Canterbury Association of Women 
Graduates, said: “Stem cell research is 
increasingly in the news, sometimes on a 
daily basis. 

“Although the public have various concerns 
about the subject, particularly on the ethical 
issues, we feel that the general shortage of 
readily understandable information is pre¬ 
venting people reaching an informed opinion. 

“This is an opportunity for professionals 
and public alike to learn the facts and to 
debate the issues involved.” 

Stem cells are cells capable of differential 
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ing into a diverse range of specialised cell 
types, which could theoretically be used to 
replace damaged or diseased cells in 
patients. 

Medical researchers hope to use the technol¬ 
ogy to treat a wide variety of diseases includ¬ 
ing cancer, Parkinson’s disease, spinal cord 
injuries, and muscle damage, as well as a 
number of other impairments and conditions. 

Stem cell research is controversial because 
starting a stem cell line requires the destruc¬ 
tion of a human embryo, which pro-life 
groups argue is a human life and should be 
afforded protection. 

Claire Foster, the policy adviser in science, 
medicine, technology and environmental 
issues to the Archbishops’ Council of the 
Church of England, will talk about the ethi¬ 
cal issues involved in stem cell research. 

With a background in theology, moral phi¬ 
losophy and environmental and medical 
ethics, Mrs Foster is also senior adviser at St 
Paul’s Institute for 21st century ethics, and a 
lay canon at St Paul’s Cathedral, London. 

Open to the public, the debate takes place 
in the Powell Building on the North Holmes 
campus. It runs from 9am-4pm. Entry is £35 
and includes lunch and refreshments.

Sticker plan to 
ID illegal drivers 

A HARD-hitting car sticker campaign has 
been launched by Mid-Kent police to deter 
uninsured drivers. 

Officers will stick the bright ‘No insurance, 
means no car’ banners on the windows of unin¬ 
sured vehicles as part of a clampdown on 
motorists who flout the law. 

The scheme comes after a rise in the number 
of cars seized in Swale during the past two 
years. 

PC Warren Jarvis said: “There has been a vast 
increase in the number of vehicles being seized 
for having no insurance, showing our determi¬ 
nation to make the roads safer. Police seized 334 
vehicles across Swale in 2006 and 413 in 2007. 

“Drivers cannot afford to have a lax attitude 
towards safety, and driving with no insurance 
is dangerous and breaking the law.” 

The sticker campaign was rolled out for the 
first time at Kent County Showground in 
Detling on Wednesday March 26. 

PC Jarvis said: “Three vehicles were seized 
at the multi-agency road stop check and we 
had many remarks on the new stickers being 
displayed on them. Not only are these stickers 
an aid for us to show that a vehicle is being 
taken off the road, but the message they dis¬ 
play should act as a warning to other motorists 
that having no insurance could mean your car 
is seized and impounded.” 

From next year it will be an offence to keep 
a car on the road without insurance. Owners 
will have to apply to the DVLA for a special 
certificate if they want to keep an uninsured 
vehicle and park it off the road.

What do you think is important for people 
Faversham? 


A lt’s very much about grassroots issues, the 
small things people want to see happening. 
There are lots of quality of life issues people 
would like to see addressed like litter, anti¬ 
social behaviour, noise pollution and so on. 

A good example of this is the problem with 
announcements and chimes at Faversham 
station. Now I live near the station, and when 
I was sitting at my desk in the summer, obvi¬ 
ously it’s nice to have the window open. The 
chimes seemed unreasonably loud, and at one 
point there were 12 trains going through the 
station every hour, with three chimes for each, 
which means there were 36 chimes per hour. 
They were even sounding at night when people 
were trying to sleep, and I thought ‘this isn’t on’. 

Complaints had been made to Network Rail 
by other people living nearby, but they didn’t 
do anything about the problem. So I got up a 
petition and got people affected by the noise 
pollution to sign it. 

The Lib Dems sent off the petition and a let¬ 
ter to the rail company and they promised to 
put a stop to the chimes, not only at Faversham 
station, but across the whole of the South East. 

Q Is anti-social behaviour a real problem in the town? 
What do you think causes people to act in this way? 




I’m ex-Army, and I know what these lads are 
like. 

Back in the day people used to do physical 
jobs on the land, but now these young men are 
stuck behind a computer screen in a call cen¬ 
tre all day, so of course it comes out in other 
ways. 

And of course we live in a society where you 
are told you have to be perfect and handsome 
and rich, and have lots of material goods - big¬ 
ger cars, bigger televisions, bigger houses - but 
this is really not what life is about.

What do you think is important? 


It’s a problem everywhere. Anti-social 
behaviour is a result of social break down. 


A lt’s about having regard for other people, 
and caring for your community. I don’t 
mean this in a namby pamby way, but you get 
the most out of life through your relationships 
with other people and your relationship with 
the community. 

Q Why are you a Liberal Democrat, and not a member of 
the other parties? 

A I don’t like politics in general, I don’t like 
the spin and I don’t like the fact people 
have become so disillusioned and apathetic 
about the whole thing because of a lack of 
trust. 

But I’ve realised that to get things done, you 
have to play the game so to speak. 

I support the Lib Dems because they seem to 


be the party most in touch with what the local 
community actually wants. The Tories in 
Faversham are very reactive, they only do 
something when pushed into it, and the 
Labour Party in the town are dinosaurs.

Where do you stand on the war in Iraq? 


A I am completely opposed to the war in Iraq. 

The Lib Dems were the only party who 
opposed the war at the time and look where 
it’s got us now. Of course as an ex-Army man I 
completely support the lads out there, but we 
should never have gone in the first place. It’s 
not just Iraq, we have destabilised the whole of 
the Middle East. 

My opponents say what has this got to do 
with local politics? It’s got everything to do 
with it. Think how many billions of pounds 
have been ploughed into this war, money 
which could have been used to improve life at 
a grassroots level.

Site maps out the 
reasons behind 
safety cameras 



EXPLAINED: The site will give the reasons behind the locations of every speed camera in the county

A WEBSITE showing the location 
of speed cameras on the county’s 
roads has just been set up. 

The Kent & Medway Safety Camera Part¬ 
nership is running a new advertising cam¬ 
paign inviting the public to log on to 
www.kmscp.org, where they can see where 
every camera is - and find out the reasons for 
their installation. 

The group says the drive - which will have 
information published in print as well as on 
TV and radio - is to show that cameras are 
there for safety reasons first and foremost. 

Critics of the surveillance equipment have 
frequently stated that the cameras act mainly 
as cash-generating devices to provide revenue 
for their operators - and have a negligible 
effect on road safety and accident prevention. 

Staff said that by listing the safety camera 
sites motorists will be armed with the know¬ 
ledge of where the cameras are operating, 
giving them a chance to slow down and avoid 
a £60 fine and three points on their licence. 

As well as the locations, the website lists the 
speed limit the camera is enforcing, the type of 
camera being used and the casualty figures for 
the area - explaining why the camera was 
installed in the first place. 

The site also explains how safety cameras 
work, the reasons they have been brought in 
and how many tickets have been issued to the 


motoring public. According to the partnership 
there has been a 58 per cent reduction in those 
killed or seriously injured at safety camera 
sites since it was formed in July 2002 
Rachel Wall, the partnership’s communi¬ 
cations manager, said: “The advertising cam¬ 
paign aims to raise awareness of our website, 
which holds a huge amount of information 
about safety cameras, including the location of 
every site in the county. 


“The cameras are only installed where peo¬ 
ple have died or been seriously injured in a 
speed-related crash, and these crash statistics 
can be viewed on our site. 

“The cameras are not there to make money 
but to warn motorists that previous casualties 
have occurred on the section of the road that 
the camera is enforcing, and that the camera 
is a way of slowing traffic to ensure such 
tragedies are not repeated.” 


Puppy scam that 
hurts your pocket 

ANIMAL lovers have been warned to be 
wary of a scam in which people hand over 
money for puppies that are never received. 

Newspaper advertisements have ap¬ 
peared offering puppies for little or no 
money other than the cost of transportation 
by courier from places such as Scotland or 
Plymouth, say Kent police. 

Anyone who answers the advertisement 
is asked to forward the courier costs via a 
money transfer service. 

When the puppy has not been delivered 
and contact is made to the supplier via a 
mobile telephone, the person is asked to 
send additional funds to ship the animal by 
a “professional animal transportation com¬ 
pany”. 

No matter how much money is sent, and 
regardless of promises made by the suppli¬ 
er, the animal is never received. 

The transferred funds are collected with¬ 
in hours of being sent and cashed overseas. 

Anyone who may have information re¬ 
garding this type of crime can phone the 
investigating officers on 01622 654374. 

Dyke slates Blair and 
'gutless' BBC bigwigs 

FORMER BBC director general Greg Dyke 
blasted ex-Prime Minister Tony Blair dur¬ 
ing a speech at the Kent 2020 exhibition. 

More than 2,500 guests attended the 
county’s biggest business event on Thurs¬ 
day at Kent County Showground at Detling 
Hill, Maidstone. 

Many of them heard Mr Dyke, who was 
the keynote speaker, say it was four years 
since he had left the BBC following a con¬ 
troversial story about the need to go to war 
in Iraq because of alleged weapons of mass 
destruction. 

He said: “If I was still in charge of the 
BBC, I would have described the governors 
of the BBC as fine, upstanding people, but I 
can tell you most were hopeless, gutless 
bastards and the sooner the system is 
changed the better. 

“The evidence is quite clear that both the 
British and US governments grossly exag¬ 
gerated the case for war. The BBC story 
that led to my departure was right. We were 
right and they were wrong. We as journal¬ 
ists did our job, Tony Blair did not do his as 
we have expected of a prime minister. We as 
journalists told it as it was. He didn’t.”

A NEW report has shown a rise in 
the number of hospital workers 
washing their hands just days 
after KOS Media launched a cam¬ 
paign to encourage hygiene. 

The East Kent Hospitals Patient and Public 
Involvement Forum conducted an audit of 
people using alcohol hand-washing solution at 
the William Harvey, Kent and Canterbury and 
Queen Elizabeth the Queen Mother hospitals. 

It took place on February 7, just four days 
after KOS Media launched its campaign to 
promote hand hygiene at home, work, hospi¬ 
tals and healthcare centres across the county. 

Volunteers from the forum observed more 
than 1,500 doctors, nurses, patients, visitors 
and other staff, and found that more were 
using alcohol gel to keep their hands clean 
than during a previous audit in October. 

The audit found that 64 per cent of doctors, 
67 per cent of nurses, 80 per cent of other 
health-care workers, 17 per cent of patients 
and 41 per cent of visitors were seen to use 
alcohol gel when entering or leaving wards. 

The report’s author, John Fletcher, said this 
was an improvement on the previous audit 
but said more should be done to make sure 
those entering hospitals washed their hands 
at the entrances.

He also said that door cleaning should be a 
priority and insisted it was very important for 
staff who moved from ward to ward to clean 
their hands regularly. 

Among the most common excuses made by 
those caught not cleaning their hands were 
“I forgot”, “I didn’t know” and “I am about to 
do it at the next ward”. 

Sarah Andrews, director of nursing and 
lead for infection control in Eastern and Coas¬ 
tal Kent NHS Trust, said she was delighted to 
see a rise in the number of people using the 
alcohol gel so soon after the launch of the 
campaign. 

She said: “We hope this shows that this 
important campaign is having a positive 
effect on cleanliness in our hospitals and pub¬ 
lic health. 

“The PPI Forum’s report on their hygiene 


audit is always very helpful. Hopefully when 
the next audit is done we will see a further 
rise in the number of people using the gel - 
then we will be certain that the campaign is 
working.

KOS Media’s campaign, in partnership with 
the NHS, aims to raise awareness of the 
importance of hand hygiene in hospitals and 
help in the fight against superbugs. 

It follows devastating outbreaks of the 
superbug Clostridium difficile in west Kent, 
which killed at least 90 people. 

Industry watchdog the Healthcare Com¬ 
mission cited poor infection control as a major 
cause in a damning report last October.

Raised from the 
river 25 years on 

IT took three days but eventually the last pad¬ 
dle tug in the UK, the John H Amos, was lifted 
from Medway’s waters. 

The former River Tees tug - which worked for 
27 years towing vessels and transferring crews 
- has been resting on the river near the 
Chatham Historic Dockyard since the end of 
the Falklands War. 

The John H Amos was this week hoisted from 
the slipway by the largest floating crane in 
Europe, Atlas. 

Martin Stevens, who owns the 1931 tug, is 
relieved to finally see her out of the water. 

He said: “At long last we can finally start to 
restore her, which will be a massive job. It has 
been difficult to keep and all I could do was save 
her from the scrapyard and that was not easy.” 

She is now onboard the pontoon Portal 
Narvik in Rochester, awaiting higher tides to 
return to Chatham Docks. 

Mr Stevens, from Sheldwich near Faversham, 
said: “Once we get her back, the first thing will 
be to clean her.” 

The John H Amos was listed in the Core 
Collection of the National Register of Historic 
Vessels in 1999, along with national icons such 
as the HMS Victory and Cutty Sark. 

For many years she was berthed at the 
Historic Dockyard, but when they acquired the 
submarine Ocelot, the tug was moved to a new 
berth where she ultimately sank. 

Mr Stevens founded the Medway Maritime 
Trust in 2001 and is now the chairman.

BRAND new facilities are top of 
the class at Boughton and Dunkirk 
Village School. 

The new primary was formed after the 
merger of Boughton-under-Blean and 
Dunkirk Village, with new classrooms and 
extensive refurbishment almost complete. 

The Boughton site is being redeveloped with 
a new seven-classroom block, to replace the 
temporary mobile rooms being used by pupils 
while work is ongoing. 

This includes the refurbishment of two Key 
Stage 1 classrooms, four new Key Stage 2 
classrooms and a reception classroom with a 
covered play area. 

Each classroom is to be fitted with interac¬ 
tive whiteboards, extra storage and a reading 
area, as well as new car parking outside. 

The old Edwardian building will also be 
reorganised to include a reception area, head¬ 
teacher’s office, group meeting area, storage, 
staff and disabled washrooms. 

The redevelopment is the result of plans first 
drawn up in May 2007 to amalgamate the two 
schools. 

They were first brought together under a 
federation in 2006, with a single headmaster 
and one governing body. 

The new development is intended to provide 
a single-use site for both sets of pupils, after 
the initial tie-up was unable to boost student 
numbers at Dunkirk, despite bringing about 
improvements. 

The school has been a feature of Dunkirk vil¬ 
lage for many years, but there are now no 
longer enough local children to sustain it, with 
only two classes being taught since September 
last year. 


The new set-up will see children learning in 
mixed age classes covering at least three year 
groups and across Key Stages. 

Most of the children attending the Dunkirk 
school actually live closer to Boughton school, 
and in September only one pupil entered 
Dunkirk in the reception year. 

Families in Dunkirk can now make use of 
breakfast, late care clubs and after-school 
activities that could not be provided for at the 
old location, which has now been closed down. 


Pupils from Dunkirk have been joining up 
with their new classmates and are being 
taught in temporary accommodation, until 
building work is complete. 

It is intended that those who are entering 
Key Stage 1 be taught in a class size of no 
more than 30, or smaller if possible. Those in 
large class sizes in other year groups will con¬ 
tinue to use additional temporary classrooms 
From September 2008 the intake number 
into the reception class will be 30.

Olympic ideal won't tackle 
the world's burning issues 


TRAVELLING through London 
can be stressful at the best of times 
with the chuggers, cycle couriers 
and crowds of ambling tourists con¬ 
spiring to impede your progress, 
and generally make the experience 
more annoying than it has to be. 

And despite a history involving camels, being 
carried underwater by divers and even getting 
transmitted as a radio signal, the Olympic torch 
has had a rough time over the last few days. 

The flame was actually extinguished on 
Monday - only the third time this has hap¬ 
pened in modem history - as the French 
brought their undeniable skill at protesting to 
bear on the beleaguered beacon. 

Some British newspapers have already 
labelled the progress of the torch a farce, but it’s 
hardly the first time the procession has ignited 
controversy. In fact, the torch’s very inclusion in 
the Games is a touchy subject for some. 


Despite its historic origins - the ancient 
Greeks believed the flame which burned per¬ 
manently in Olympia had been stolen from the 
gods - the torch was only reintroduced at 
thel928 Olympic Games in Amsterdam. 

But the real issue many have is with the relay 
itself, which was brought back by the Nazis at 
the infamous 1936 Olympic Games in Berlin. 

Despite these unsavoury origins, the torch 
relay has stayed with us and become some¬ 
thing of an event in itself, with countries trying 
to outdo each other with increasingly out¬ 
landish ways of transporting the burning stick. 

The gold medal for most bizarre fire-shifting 
method goes to Canada. For the 1976 Montreal 
games, the flame was converted into a radio 
signal and beamed from Athens to Ottawa. 

This year is no different, and the flame will 
even visit the top of Mount Everest on its long 
route to Beijing. This increasingly lavish relay 
- particularly the fact the route goes through 
Tibet - proves that Olympic officials at least 
have decided sport and politics can be separat¬ 
ed as easily as disruptive children. 


But many disagree. The ability to erect a 
magic barrier between sport and world events 
remains as fanciful as the Olympic flame’s 
divine origins. From the rebel cricket tours of 
South Africa to Muhammad Ali’s refusal to be 
drafted to Vietnam, history has proved that 
sport cannot exist in a vacuum. 

Yes, international sporting competition brings 
together cultures and nationalities combined in 
a common goal. But a 100-metre sprint does 
not break down barriers caused by years of 
political double-crossing or the trampling of 
people campaigning for their right to be heard. 

If it did, sport would have solved the world’s 
ills long ago. 

It is time the International Olympic 
Committee, and the world, stopped turning a 
blind eye to China’s human rights abuses and 
faced up to the fact these burning issues will 
not simply go away.

The chairman of the 
Medway Maritime 
Trust, from 
Sheldwich, discusses 
the John H Amos, 
the paddle tug lifted 
out of the River 
Medway last month 

Why was the lift such a significant event? 

For more than three decades the John H Amos waited for 
this moment. Until now her restoration could not start 
because she was on a site needed for development and she 
had to be moved. The vessel could not be towed away 
because her hull was corroded and could not be trusted to 
survive a hazardous tow. It would have been embarrassing 
for the developers to have her cut up because she is one of 
the most important historic vessels in the country. The only 
option was to lift her with a giant crane and place her on 
her own pontoon. 

Why is the tug so important? 

The John H Amos was the last paddle tug built in Great 
Britain for civilian owners, and now she is the last surviving 
paddle tug in the UK. Some diesel-electric paddle tugs were 
built latterly for the Royal Navy, but the last one, Forceful, 
was scrapped after being used as a missile target. The last 
but one steam paddle tug in the UK, Reliant, was 
controversially scrapped after being on display in the 
Neptune Flail at the National Maritime Museum, 
Greenwich. It is thought that the only other paddle tug in 
the world is the Eppleton Hall in San Francisco. 

What was she used for? 

For 27 years between 1940 and 1967 the period covered by 
the Daily Towage Records at Teesside Archives, she worked 
an almost monotonous daily routine doing exactly the work 
she was built for. The Tees has been referred to 
disparagingly as a muddy ditch. The raison d'etre of the 
John H Amos was to be a key part of the continuous 
dredging team. Her relatively shallow draught compared 
with a propeller-driven screw tug enabled her to work in 
the shallow waters as far up river as Stockton.

EXPERIENCE something 
very different from the 
world of dance when The 
Big Ballet arrives in Kent. 

Gone are the narrow, skinny 
dancers who usually grace the stage 
- no member of The Big Ballet 
weighs less than 17 stone. In fact, 
maintaining their weight is a 
requirement of the role and Tatyana 
Gladkih was recently suspended for 
dropping below 220 pounds. 

After being excluded from pre-tour 
training for two weeks, she got back 
up to the optimum weight and was 
allowed to rejoin the company. 

Part of the Evgenii Panfilov Rus¬ 
sian State Ballet, the group was 
formed back in 1994. It is based in 
Russia’s Ural mountains, the 
2,500km-long region which also pro¬ 
duced musical geniuses Tchaikovsky 
and Diaghilev.

Many of those who auditioned for 
the company were ordinary women 
who had low self-esteem and were 
fed up with taunts about their size. 

Determined to indulge their love of 
dance, they seized the opportunity to 
work with Panfilov. He took these 
novice dancers and gave them the 
skills and confidence to become pro¬ 
fessional dancers, who have aston¬ 
ished audiences all over the world 
with their grace, passion, fitness and 
stamina. 

Affectionately dubbed ‘the sugar 
plump fairies’, these amazing 
dancers have attracted a loyal follow-

ing. The spring UK tour sees the 
company performing on a black box 
stage in custom-made costumes, par¬ 
odying popular classical ballets. They 
also step up the pace with more 
contemporary music, such as hits by 
Robbie Williams and Tom Jones. 

The Big Ballet appeared on the 
Trisha Goddard TV show on Channel 
Five while on tour last year and are 
expected to be making some televi¬ 
sion appearances during their spring 
tour.

HAYDEN Christensen is shaking 
off the Star Wars label and emerg¬ 
ing as one of Hollywood’s hottest 
actors, with lead roles this year in 
Jumper and Awake. But away 
from the big screen he’s adapting 
to a rather different role - as a 
farmer. 

Whilst most movie stars tend to go for flash 
sports cars and luxury pads on the beach, 
Canadian-born Hayden, 26, invested in a farm 
last year, complete with pigs. 

“I tried to spend most of my past summer 
there,” he says. “I’ve got these two miniature 
pot-bellied pigs.” 

But the harsh realities of farming could 
prove difficult - he admits he’s struggling to 
even eat meat. 

“It’s a big dilemma for me right now. I’m not 
a vegetarian and I like my meat but having 
these pigs is definitely starting to mess with 
my head. I had my family over yesterday and 
so I went up to the market to buy food and 
usually I would buy pork ribs. I had this whole 
thing at the counter as to whether or not I 
should get them. I didn’t get them.” 

When he’s not on the farm, Hayden is out 
globetrotting, admitting he’s spent lots of time 
in the Bahamas and London. But for his latest 
film, Awake, he returned to New York, where 
he’d studied at the Actors Studio. 

The thriller sees his character undergo a 
heart transplant just hours after marrying his 
fiance, played by Jessica Alba. 

But as his character Clayton Beresford slips 
under the anaesthetic, he realises he can still 
hear and see everything but is unable to move 
- a real-life medical phenomenon known as 
‘anaesthetic awareness’. 

Trapped in a kind of chemical straightjack- 
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et, Clay can feel the surgery and hears secret 
conversations, which make him realise he’s 
never meant to wake up. 

“It was a really scary premise,” admits 
Hayden. “But there was a little over a week of 
filming where I had to be lying down on an 
operating table, completely dormant and that 
got very boring. 

“I wasn’t actually lying on top of the table, 
that was a prosthetic body, but my head was 
what it was attached to. I was in this contrap¬ 
tion that they had built that looked like an 
operating table, so my body was really contort¬ 
ed underneath.” 

Hayden’s character Clayton had a seeming¬ 
ly charmed life, with a doting mother, a beau¬ 
tiful fiance Sam and a cardiologist (Terence 
Howard) as a best friend. But he also has a 
deadly heart condition - and can’t tell his 
mum (Lena Olin) about his fiance because 
Sam works for her.

He finally confesses their relationship and is 
shocked when his mum offers to pay Sam to 
‘go away’. In haste he betrays his mum and 
marries Sam. 

But while he’s under the anaesthetic, he 
hears things that suggest he might have put 
his trust in the wrong person. It’s a complex 
and emotional plot - a world away from light- 
sabres and Jedi mind-tricks. 

He’s also signed up to appear alongside 
William Hurt and Willem Dafoe in World War 
II drama Beast Of Bataan. 

After a stint treading the boards in London 
before his Star Wars fame, Hayden says he 
would love to return to the West End. 

“I really like London and I really liked my 
experience when I was there, so I would love to 
do it again.”

Development aims 
to recreate charm 

FERNDALE is the name of a new 
housing development in the heart of the 
Garden of England. 

In the village of East Peckham, near 
Paddock Wood, the development aims to 
recreate the rural, rustic charm of 
bygone days. 

It includes four detached houses, each 
with four bedrooms, five two-bedroom 
cottages and two two-bedroom 
bungalows. 

The cottages and bungalows all 
surround a courtyard, while the larger 
houses are at the front of the whole 
development. 

It is the work of developer Da Vinci 
Properties, of Maidstone, which states 
its aim is to “bring maximum ease and 
convenience to a hectic 21st-century 
lifestyle”. 

The company also emphasises local 
attractions, including access to London, 
the River Medway and the nearby towns 
of Maidstone and Tonbridge. 

“A beautiful, well-appointed home at 
Ferndale will provide not only the 
quality of life you seek, but also the time 
in which to enjoy this historic and 
attractive area,” said a spokesman for 
the developer. 

Bill would open up 
coastal 'corridor' 

SEASIDE property owners could see 
their privacy disrupted if plans to open 
every stretch of the coastline to walkers 
and ramblers are given the go-ahead. 

At present, private property on the 
seafront is protected and rights of way 
usually avoid gardens and other land in 
the possession of homeowners. 

Other areas are just completely off- 
limits to those who do not own the land. 

But provisions within the Marine Bill 
- soon to be discussed by Parliament - 
are expected to call for the formation of 
a ‘corridor’ giving the public access to the 
whole of the coast. 

This would open up previously 
inaccessible areas - including land in 
private hands. 

Supporters of the move say it is 
necessary as access to the seafront 
should be available to all. 

But opponents claim the quality of life 
and the privacy of many people who own 
homes and land along the coast would 
be severely affected. 


INVESTORS who buy property to 
re-let it have seen increases in their 
returns during the first quarter of 
2008, according to recent studies 
which point to demand from 
immigrants as a significant factor. 

The average return on an investment is 21.7 
per cent, up 0.27 per cent and flats also show 
a marginally higher return than houses. 

An investigation into the trend in this form 
of property was carried out in the first two 
months of the year by members of the 
Association of Residential Letting Agents. 

This body regulates the buying and selling of 
property to let and also acts as an industry 
watchdog. 

The survey states that, given this increase in

immigrant demand and domestic 
demographic trends, nine out of 10 investment 
landlords continue to state that they have no 
intention of selling their investment 
properties should house prices fall. 

And 46 per cent of all investment landlords 
report their intention to buy further property 
during the next 12 months - the average life 
expectancy of their investments remains 
unchanged at close on 17 years. 

However, irrespective of house prices, 18 per 
cent of landlords will sell some or all of their 
property investments during the coming year. 

The quarterly ARLA Review and Index, the 
largest survey of its kind, is carried out with 
the support of the ARLA Group of Buy to Let 
Mortgage Lenders: Bank of Ireland Mort¬ 


gages, Cheltenham & Gloucester, GMAC-RFC, 
Mortgage Express, NatWest and Paragon 
Mortgages. 

ARLA operations manager Ian Potter said: 
“There can be no doubt from these figures that 
buy-to-let landlords are well aware of the 
opportunities but behave with caution. 

“In fact, caution has been the watchword in 
the buy-to-let market since its inception. Buy- 
to-let remains the sustainable option for 
housing.” 

The average portfolio contains just under 
seven properties, although half of all 
respondents only hold one or two properties. 

The most likely buy-to-let purchase is a 
property between 50 and 100 years old in good 
condition. 

The least likely purchase is of properties 
that have never been occupied or bought 
off-plan.

New Volvo coupe's split 
personality splits vote 


VOLVO’S C30 Coupe has not 
scored as well as the Swedish 
marque hoped. 

The styling divides car fans as football splits 
Liverpool, because Volvo tried to create a 
coupe - hence the car’s ‘C’ prefix - with hatch¬ 
back versatility. 

Some people whinge that they want a coupe 
that looks like a coupe though, even if the C30 
is a bargain in those terms, from £14,995 and 
now including smart ‘R-Design’ trappings as 
the entry trim. 

Conversely, company car ‘user choosers’ shop¬ 
ping for a versatile premium hatchback will ask 
what the C30 can do for them that an Audi A3 
cannot - and there’s no five-door option either.

The sensible choice is the 2.0-litre diesel we 
tested just after the car’s rather protracted 
launch last year - it has power plus economy 
- but the ‘halo model’ is the performance star 
T5 (£24,495) tested here. 

It uses a turbocharged five-cylinder 227bhp 
2.5-litre Volvo unit that, much to the irritation 
of Volvo dealers, has been lauded more for 
being in the Ford Focus ST hot hatch, though 
Volvo’s parent did donate the excellent Focus 
platform to the C30 in return. 

The combination is impressive: the C30 T5 
sprints to 60mph in 6.2 seconds, features a 
crisp six-speed ‘box, pin-sharp steering, excel¬ 
lent grip and the ability to devour rural miles, 
cruise with refinement on the motorway and 
be a joy around town. 

Of course, fuel consumption suffers if you 
exploit the performance, but I cannot think of 
another coupe that drives as well and possess¬ 
es some hatchback versatility. 

Interior quality is impressive, but the boot is 
smaller than obvious sports hatch rivals and 
has a fiddly load cover and just two rear seats, 
though these offer better comfort and legroom 
than many rival coupes.

Company drivers 
are weakest link in 
health and safety 

THE first prosecution under new corp¬ 
orate manslaughter laws just introduced 
wwilll involve a driver on company busi¬ 
ness accidentally killing someone on the 
UK’s roads - according to one safety 
campaigner. 

Andrew McGavin, of BetterDriving 
Please.com, said he feels companies’ 
drivers are the weakest part of many 
business health and safety plans. 

He said: “It’s estimated one in three of 
all road accidents involves a company 
vehicle or someone driving on business. 

“I think it is only a matter of time 
before a company is legally held to be 
responsible for the actions of one of its 
employees on the roads. 

“BetterDrivingPlease.com has an 
increasing number of reports of drivers 
in branded company vehicles spotted 
using a hand-held mobile phone or driv¬ 
ing dangerously.” 

The new Corporate Manslaughter Act 
aims to reduce the number of accidents 
on the country’s roads and therefore also 
cut the number of deaths.

Future 

looking 

gloomy 


THE CBI has downgrad¬ 
ed its outlook for econom¬ 
ic growth for this year, 
with an even slower 
prediction for 2009 

The gloomy outlook is the result 
of continued troubles in the credit 
markets, rising commodity prices 
and weak domestic and global 
demand - especially for consumer 
and top-range luxury products. 

The prediction calls the current 
economic situation “uncertain” 
when taken in a global context. 

In its latest quarterly economic 
forecast, this year’s rate of GDP 
growth was down 0.2 per cent to 
1.8 per cent. 

The forecast for next year has 
also been downgraded and the 
CBI’s figure of 1.7 per cent 
growth for 2009 contrasts with 
the Chancellor’s more optimistic 
forecast of between 2.25 per cent 
and 2.75 per cent. 

Malcolm Hyde, CBI South East 
regional director, said: “Having 
enjoyed two years of strong 
growth, we are now in uncertain 
times. We are facing a financial 
shock on a scale not experienced 
in recent years, which is coming 
on top of already slower growth.

“However, outside the financial 
and property sectors the overall 
mood of business is nothing like 
as gloomy as you might guess. 

‘‘While there are signs of a high 
street slowdown and some firms 
say it’s getting harder to raise 
bank finance, many still report 
quite positive conditions. So it is 
vitally important to keep the story 
in perspective. 

“Although painful, write-offs by 
British banks represent a tiny 
fraction of their capital. After a 
few good years, the UK corporate 
balance sheet is in good shape. 

“Our flexible labour market is a 
force for stability and our best bet 
is that our economy will continue 
to show modest growth before 
starting a gradual recovery.” 

At the same time as the econ¬ 
omy slows, inflation is due to rise. 

The CBI expects that the rate of 
inflation will peak at 3.2 per cent 
in the third quarter of 2008, 
forcing the governor of the Bank 
of England to write a second letter 
to the Chancellor. 

Due to the slowing economy, 
however, inflation is expected to 
come down in the longer term.

BRICKIES manager Gary Abbott 
described the defeat to Dulwich Hamlet as 
“embarrassing” and said it was a low point 
in his short managerial career.

He said: “I think there were a few players 
out there that weren’t strong enough. We 
keep giving teams head starts and we have 
got to stop doing that. It seems that players 
were passing the buck when defending and 
I can tell you that is not good enough. Our 
two centre halves got beat up again.” 


The Sittingboume manager has already 
proved he will not tolerate those not willing 
to put the effort in to play for the shirt and 
he was upset with the response of some of 
his senior players who failed to help the 
team’s younger players. 

He said: “There were a few words said at 
half-time, at the end of the game and right 
through the game. If I have to get rid of 
them, I will get rid of them. I am not having 
players that can’t be told things on the 
pitch.” 

Abbott apologised to the club’s fans who 


made their way to Dulwich to watch their 
side capitulate in dramatic style. 

He said: “I feel sorry for the fans that 
travelled to Dulwich on a Friday night, I 
wish we could have played better. 

“I’m embarrassed and I think anyone 
would be. I’m gutted and I can tell you that 
it ruins your week and I hope that it really 
gets to the players. 

“They have got to go and prove to me now 
that they want to be here next season - it’s 
as simple as that now. 

“We have got to go out and enjoy the last 
three games now but there will be a few 
changes. We want to get nine points and try 
and finish as high as we can.”

Brickies hit for six and 
so are play-off hopes 


SITTINGBOURNE were hit for six 
in a shocking display at Champion 
Hill Stadium on Friday night. 

The defeat ended the Brickies’ chances of a 
play-off position this season and probably 
answered a few questions manager Gary 
Abbott had about his young side. 

Sittingboume, usually so resolute in defence, 
were bullied and hurried all over the pitch by a 
strong and athletic Dulwich side, but the man¬ 
ner of the defeat will be most worrying for the 
Brickies boss. 

After a slow start, the game exploded into fife 
with five goals in 25 minutes. 

The home side took the lead in the 19th 
minute after indecision between central defend¬ 
ers Paul Ainsworth and Billy Manners. 

Ainsworth left a long ball over the top to 
Manners, who could only half clear into the path 
of Meschach Nugent who hit a rasping drive from 
the edge of the penalty spot that Chris Lewington 
got two hands to, but failed to keep out. 

Sittingboume hit back almost immediately 
thanks to the trickery of striker Hicham 
Azhazzan. 

He picked the ball up on the edge of the 
Dulwich area and jinked his way past three

defenders before having his leg clipped in the 
area by a defender. 

The referee had no hesitation in pointing to 
the spot, which Bradley Spice dispatched to 
bring the sides level. 

It took only eight minutes for Dulwich to 
regain the lead - but in controversial circum¬ 
stances. 

Lively striker Charlie Taylor found space in 
the Brickies defence and managed to take the 
ball round Lewington before being up-ended in 
the penalty area by Manners. 

Again the referee had no hesitation in point¬ 
ing to the spot and Taylor stepped up to take 
the penalty that was superbly saved low down 
to the left by Lewington, but cruelly for the 
Brickies stopper, the referee felt Sittingboume 
players had encroached into the area and 
ordered a re-take. 

This time Taylor sent Lewington the wrong 
way to put his side in the lead. 


The Brickies defence were all at sea and 
after 37 minutes the game was all over as a 
contest. Slack marking in the Sittingboume 
defence allowed Taylor to convert from a free- 
kick and it wasn’t long until the striker was 
celebrating a hat-trick. 

Just four minutes before half-time, the for¬ 
ward scored the goal of the game when he beat 
several Sittingboume defenders in the penalty 
area before opening up his body and curling a 
left foot shot past the despairing Lewington for 
the home side’s fourth goal. 

Gary Abbott’s half-time team talk clearly 
didn’t have the desired effect as it took just 
four minutes for Dulwich to make it five. 

A corner was headed in by Marc 
Cumberbatch and Ryan Johnson was carried 
off in the process of trying to defend the comer, 
which could be a big blow for the club as he has 
been bright since his move from Slade Green 
last month. 

The home side mbbed further salt in the 
Sittingboume wounds when Kraig Rochester 
hit a shot from 20-yards on his weaker left foot 
that beat Lewington at his near post for the 
sixth goal after 90 minutes. 

Sittingboume left Dulwich bruised and bat¬ 
tered with injuries to Spice and Bryan Glover 
as well as hugely dented pride.
